The Louisville Presbytery of the 
Northern Presbyterian church will W( 
I its annual meeting here on in 
October 12. The local Presbjtei 
church was organized in 2813 
Rev. Gideon Blackburn, D. D, 
this meeting will celebrate the 90th 
anniversary of that event. On the 
following day, October 13, ihe Synod 
of Kentucky, of the Presbyterian 
church. U. S. A., will hold .its 102nd 
annual meeting with the same 
church. The joint assembling 
the Presbytery and the Synod will 
take about three days and attract 
probably sixty or wore delegates. 
There are in the State about 80 
churches and 60 licensed preach- 
ers. The Synod has met in Hop- 
kinsville only twice in the past. 
The first time was in 1839 and the 
last time in 1859. This return alter 
44 years will be an event of the 
greatest interest to the few members 
of the local church who were here 
in 1859. 

The opening sermon of the Pres- 
bytery will be preached by Rev. L. 
H. Hudson, of Owensboro on, Mon- 
day night, the 12th. 

There will be a paper by Judge 
J. I. Landes on the local history of 
the church. 

Also an address by Dr. E. L. 
Warren, of Louisville, Stated Clerk 
of the Synod, on "History of Pres- 
byterianism in Kentucky" 

There will be sermons or ad- 
dresses by a number of able di- 
vines, among them Dr. J. Kinsey 
Smith, of Louisville; Dr. Peyton H. 
Hoge, of Louisville, and Dr. Johu 
Fox, of New York, Secretary of the 
American Bible Society. 

Dr. Wm. C. Roberts, of Danville, 
is the present Moderator. 

Another body that will meet will 
be the Woman's Synodical Mission- 
ary Society. 

•Delegates and visitors are ex- 
pected to number at least 100, who 
will be provided with entertain- 
ment by the members of the local 
church and other citizens.

All economic plants show a prefer- 
ence for certain soil and climatic con- 
dition?, and none is more exacting in 
thla regard than the cranberry. While 
It can be easily and successfully grown 
on congenial soils, It cannot be made 
to return paying crops under adverse 
conditions. 

The conditions necessary for suc- 
cess in cranberry culture are soils of a 
peaty or alluvial nature, located at 
high altitudes or in high latitudes, and 
provided with an ample and easily 
available water supply and an easily 
accessible supply of sand Repeated 
failures have resulted from ai tempts 
estslillsh cranberry plantations on 
soils not congenial to the plant. The 
best Index to the fitness of the soil for 
this crop Is the occurrerce of native 
cranberry plants. Where the cran- 
berry Is indigenous to the soil It is 
safe to undertake the commercial cul- 
tivation of the crop. The commercial 
cranberry bog or meadow should com- 
bine as many as possible of the ele- 
ments which characterize the natural 
habitat of the cranberry, with all pos- 
sible appllnnces for controlling ad 
verse conditions.

The common use of gaso 
line, naphtha and benzine for 
cleaning purposes, all of which 
are highly inflammable, and the 
vapor from which is explosive, 
akes a severe burn from then 
mmon. 

No accident demands more 
prompt intervention, if one 
would limit its severity, than a 
burn of any kind. The skin is 
able to endure momentarily the 
direct application of heat of a de- 
gree very much above what might 
be termed destructive heat be- 
cause of the moisture of the ep- 
idermis, which covers the true 
skin more or less thickly; most 
thickly of course on the palms of 
the hands and soles of the feet. 

n as all moisture is com- 
pletely evaporated, a high degree 
of heat causes the destructive 
process to begin. 

Wherever possible a burned 
surface should be immediately 
plunged into water, preferably 
cold. Water is an excellent con- 
ductor of heat, and is most gener- 
ally available. After the lapse ot 
but a few seconds from the tinn 
of burning such a remedy nil 
have lost Its virtue. One instinct 
ively applies this remedy when 01 
scorching his finger he Enunedl 
ately lays it on the tongue. The 
depth of the burn is thus greatly 
lessened, and destruction of the 
entire thickness of the skin is pn 

mated.

Authorizing and Directing the 
Sale of a franchise 



To Erect, Opei ate nnd Maintain a 
Telephone Exchange in the 
City of Hopkinsville, Ky. 



A number of citizens of the city of 
Hopkinsville, Kentucky, appeared 
before the Board of Council and no 
tified said council that they desired 
a franchise to erect, maintain and 
operate a telephone exchange in the 
city of Hopkinsville, Ky., and re- 
quested said board to pass an or- 
dinance authorizing and directing 
the sale of such franchise, whereup- 
on the question was put as to 
whether or not the city would ad- 
vertise and sell such tranchise. 

For the advertising and selling 
of such franchise Cauncilmen Whit- 
low, Galbreath, Davis, Glass, 
Jackson and Duncan voted Aye.

Franchise Ordinance. 

A number of citizens of the city 
of Hopkinsville, Ky., appeared be- 
fore tne Hoard of Council and noti- 
fied said council that they desired 
a franchise to erect, maintain and 
operate a telephone exchange in the 
city of Hopkinsville, Ky.. and re- 
quested said board to pass an ordi- 
nance authorizing and directing 
the sale of such franchise, whereup- 
on the following franchise ordinance 
was adopted ; 

Be it ordained by the Board of 
Cjuncil of the city of Hopkinsville, 
that the city of Hopkinsville sell lo 
the highest and best bidder a fran- 
chise to erect, maintain and operate 
a telephone exchange in said city 
for a period of 20 years from and 
after the enactment of an ordinance 
by this council granting same. 

The person or persons, company 
or corporation becoming the pur- 
chaser of said franchise when sold, 
after said sale shall have been con- 
firmed by this council, and the bond 
hereinafter provided for executed, 
shall have been granted tu him, 
them or it a franchise giving to 
him, them or it, his, their or its 
successors, assigns or lessees, the 
following privileges, and imposing 
upon him, them or it, his, their or 
its successors, assigns or lessees, 
the following restrictions: 

SECTION I.— That there is here- 
by created and established a fran 
chise or privilege to erect, operate 
and maintain a telephone exchange, 
embracing central office, telephone 
poles, fixtures, cables and wires 
along, through, over and under the 
streets, sidewalks and alleys of 
said city of Hopkinsville, Kentucky. 

SECTION II.— The said franchise 
or privilege shall continue for a pe- 
riod of 20 years from and after the 
time the same shall take effect. 

SECTION III —The purchaser of 
said franchise or privilege may as- 
s'gn or transfer the same. 

SECTION IV.— Said pol 
tures, cables and wires shall be 
erected and maintained in a sub- 
stantial and workmanlike manner; 
said poles shall be located so as 
not to interfere with the legitimate 
entrance to any adjacent property, 
nor to obstruct the tree use of said 
streets, sidewalks and alleys for 
the purpose of public travel. 

SECTION V.— The purchaser ol 
said franchise or privileges, hit 
successors or assigns, shall proper 
ly replace any paving and macad 
amizing that may be disturbed by 
said purchaser in setting said poles 
and shall also, at said purchaser' 
wn expense, remove all dirt and 
debris that may arise in making 
excavations for that purpose, 

All work of setting poles shall be 
done under the supervision of the 
street committee, and it shall be 
the duty of said committee to see 
that the provisions of this ordinance 
are faithfully complied with. 

SECTION VI.— The city of Hop- 
kinsville, Ky., shall have the right 
to place, maintain and operate its 
fire and police wires upon poles of 
said purchaser (within the corpo- 
rate limits of said city) tree of 
charge, provided said wires shall 
be located upon said poles in such 
a way as not to interfere with the 
wires of said purchaser. 

SECTION VU.- Said purchaser, 
bis successor and assigns, shall in- 
demnify said city from any and all 
damage that may arise from the 



presence of said poles, fixtur 
bles and wire upon, along or under 
•aid streets, sidewalks and alleys, 
or from its failure to comply with 
the prov isi.uis of this ordinance. 

BBC i [ON VIII —II after said ex- 
change i» established, said pur- 
Chaser, his successors or^assigns, 
ifcaU fail lo perform all the terms 
and condiiioos of this ordinance, 
said city c .uncil may, after giving 
said purchaser, his successors and 
assigns, reasonable notice of such 
failure and such failure is not reme- 
died, revoke all rights and privi- 
leges hereiu granted, and cause all 
poles, wires and apparatus erected 
under thi? ordinance to be removed. 

Nothing in this franchise shall be 
construed so as to give the pur- 
chaser, his successors or assigns, 
any exclusive right to the privi- 
leges granted in section I. 

SECTION IX - That the pur- 
chaser of this franchise, his suc- 
cessors or assigns, shall not charge 
and collect for the rental of the tele- 
phones within the corporate limits 
of the city ol Hopkinsville, Ky., ex- 
ceeding the following rates per 
month, viz:

SEC riON \ -That all telephones 
put in or operated under this fran- 
chise, shall be long distance tele- 
phones, aud they operated on a 
metalic system. 

SECTION XI — Within ten days 
after the approval and publication 
of this ordinance, it shall ^ be the 
duty of said city council through 
the clerk of the board of council of 
the city of Hopkinsville to advertise 
by posting printed or written 
tices in at least three public places 
in, the city of Hopkinsville. Ky., or 
by advertising same in some news 
paper of general circulation pub- 
lished in said city, for a period of at 
least twenty days: that bids will be 
received at public outcry for the 
before mentioned franchise or pn 
ilege, and said.clerk shall elect and 
state in said advertisement the time 
and place (said place to be within 
said city, and said time to be not 
later than October 23, 1903) when 
said bids shall be received ;and said 
clerk shall according to such ad-

YOM KIPPUR. 



Yesterday the Jewish Day of 
Atonement. 



At Sundown Wednesday Night 
the Holiest Hours in the Year 
to Jews Began. 



The day, lasting until sundown 
yesterday, is called Yom Kippui 
or the Day of Atonement. It marks 
the last of the ten days of atone- 
ment, w hich are supposed to begin 
on Rosh Hoshonah, the Jewish New 
Year, celebrated one week ago 
last Monday. 

Yom Kippur is a day of fasting, 
when the Jews are supposed to re- 
frain from food or drink in order to 
atone, in part, for their sins of the 
past year. The custom of fasting 
is not nearly so generally observed 
now as it was in recent years. 
Among the Orthodox Jews, how- 
ever, it is strictly adhered to. 

The Orthodox Hebrews, ol Hop- 
kinsville, held their religious meet- 
ing Wednesday night at the resi- 
dence of Mr. H. Bohn, lrom 7 to 9 
p. m. and also held the same yester- 
day from 8 to 12 a. m. and from 2 to 
5 p. m. The services were strictly 
orthodox, and the prayers were 
read in the Hebrew language. The 
Bible was read from the holy scrolls 
which are called Seifer Hthorah. 
This is the live books of Moses writ- 
ten by hand on parchment. It be- 
longs to Mr. II.

SILK CULTURE IN CHICAGO. 

Worm Can Form Cocoon by Feeding: 
on Red Mulberries. 

Bilk dresses are in sight for nil 
Chicago girls who wnjit them, 
says the Philadelphia Prem The 
experiment of raising silkworms, 
instituted In May by Albert La 
httrtbe, has proved a practical 
success. Already many thousand 
yards of genuine Chicago silk 
have been reeled off the cocoons 
bj Mr. I.ahnrthe. He will during 
the next day or two send the re- 
maining cocoons to the agricul 
tural department at Washington, 
which supplied him with the eggs, 
for an official test of the quality 
of the silk. 

"The point of this experiment," 
said Mr. Labarthe, "does not lie 
in the proof that the silkworm 
can form his cocoon in the United 
States as readily as in Faance or 
China, but in the fact that he can 
do so after being fed on the red 
mulberry instead of the white 
There are no white mulberries in 
this country. 

"The effect of this test is to 
show that it is practicable to be 
gin the silk industry in Chicago 
at once. I have had experience 
with the industry in the depart 
ment of the Loire in France. It is 
likely that I will now import a 
large number of eggs and begin 
the raising of worms on a hi}; 
scale. My test shows me that 1 
will be able to feed my worms on 
the red mulberry for five years 
during which the wbite'uiulben y 
trees which I have planted are 
growing. The white mulberry is, 
of course, better food than the 
red. Rut it is not absolutely es 
sennal. There is no reason why 
within ten years a vast amount 
of *iilk should not be produced 
right here in Chicago. 

""he chief requisite of silk 
ng is the necessity of sedu- 
care. The eggs are first 
placed in an incubator. In three 
>rms are hatched. 
These are fed on the mulberry for 
about 80 days. At the end of that 
time they form the cocoons. In 
ten or 12 days these cocoons are 
steamed. This is for the purpose 
of killing the Worn inside. Then 
the cocoons, whose outside is the 
silk, are sold to the manufac 
tories. Twelve hundred or 1,500 
yards of unbroken silk thread

One of the Mysteries Science Has 
Failed to Entirely Explain. 

When the eyes at* closed a nev- 
er ending aeries of pfcturea pass 
before :i person's mind i f sin- or 
he chooses to look at them. Lying 
in bed, after n firing Of exciting 
day, with your eves closed, and 
about to fall asleep, have YOU 
never seen, apparently in the eve 
ball, spots and streaks of colored 
light, changing their forms and 
shifting their places. Have yon 
never watched them passing into 
complicated patterns, like those 
of the kaliedoBcope, or into pTet tj 
lanscapes quite unknown to von, 
or into strange faces, now and 
again, very beautiful or angelic, 
but often as ugly and hideous as 
goblins from the infernal regions, 
or haply, into scenes of action 
reminding you of the drama, but 
such as you never saw in reul life 
or upon any stage? 

What are they? It is one of 
the mysteries of the marvelous, 
nay, miraculous, organ, the brain, 
says the Philadelphia Press. We 
must distinguish them from other 
mysteries of the "borderland" 
which lies between the adjoining 
states of wideawake and sound 
asleep. 

Pictures in the eye are more 
akin to what are called "after 
images." A gentleman, after a 
fatiguing day, was cheered by the

There is, of course, more than one 
theory of these living creatures in 

One is that tiiey are formed on the 
retina of the eye and confined to 
ft.
